OU have watched clouds 

racing across‘ the sky 
like lambs 
other, And you have seen 
clouds that looked — Iike 
monsters, porpoises, boats, 
or puffs of: smoke. 

But have you ‘noticed how 
certain’ kinds of clouds go 
with . certain kinds of 
weather? i 

Farmers and pilots of ships 
or planes watch the clouds 
very carefully, Of course you 
can't predict weather just by 
clouds, Weather — forecasters, 
study much more than clouds 
beforo giving a repoxt. But 
clouds do tell you some things. 

You perhaps know — that 


clouds arc) made up of water: 


that has evaporated from tho 
surface of the carth, Tho 
water has turned into flouting 
crystals of. ice, 

CUMULUS 


These masses of crystals all 
have names. Since nobody has 
thought up an. everyday label 
for them, most of. them go by

One kind of cloud fs 
cumulus, In Latin that means 
heap, Cumulus ‘Js a very good 
name for these clouds beenuse 
they're the big white ones that 
rotten look like blobs of 
whipped cream all: piled up.

After a summer storm, . lf 
there are clrrus clouds and the 
sky Is q deep blue, you can be 
quite sure good plonlo weather 
is on the way, 

Those low clouds that come 
so close to the ground that they 
almost swallow up the crests 
of hills or tops of Mail buildings 
are stratus clouds, Stratus 
mans spreading. out or scatter 
Ing. These clouds ore often 
seen just before.the.forming of 
storm clouds. 

The Latin nama for storm 
Slouds Js pimbis. tees clouds 
a gxty or lack and’ may 

bring cliher rain or snow. 

They are so thick that they 
‘cut off much of the Ught from 
the sun. Of no special shape, 
these clouds completely hide the 
bluencss overhead. When’ you 
sce a sky full of nlmbus clouds 
it’s Ume to find abolter,. .
